This is a decision on the petition filed 01 April 2004 under 37 CFR §1.181 to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment of the above- identified appUcation. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to respond in a timely manner to the Ex Parte 
Quayle Action mailed 04 June 2003 (paper no. 9). A Notice of Abandonment was mailed 22

Petitioner has established that a response to the Ex Parte Quayle was filed on 04 Augxist 2003. 
Thus, Petitioner has established that a response was timely filed and the Abandonment was the 
result of Office error in not matching the response to the appUcation file. 

The petition is GRANTED. The Notice of Abandonment is WITHDRAWN. 

The appUcation file is being forwarded to the Technology Center support staff for
